Subject: —Import entitlement against export of Pearls, Precious Stones, etc. 

No. 2 -ITC(PN)/ 64 .—Attention of the trade is invited to the remarks under 
column 7 against items appearing at S. Nos. 14 to 18 in Part II—Annexui;e I to 
Appendix 23 of the Import Trade Control Policy Book for the period April 1963- 
March 1964, according to which import entitlement upto 10% of the f.o.b. value of 
exports may be utilised for import of machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, 
tools and implements required for the industry. 

2. It has now been decided to amend the above provision regarding the Import 
entitlement for machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools and implements as 
under: — 

“Upto 10% of the f.o.b. value of exports may be utilised for import of machi¬ 
nery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools, and Implements as required 
for the industry and as permissible to Actual Users and Established 
Importers, but the import of microscopes and accessories, microscope 
slides and cover glasses should not exceed 5% of the said 10% entitle¬ 
ment." 

3. The remarks appearing under column 7 against items at S, Nos. 14 to 18 In 
Annexure I—Part II to Appendix 23 of the Import Trade Control Policy Book for 
the period April 1963—March 1964 and pertaining to the import entitlement for 
machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools and implements may be substituted 
by the description given in para (2) above. 

4. The above amendment will take eifect from the date of issue of this Public 
Notice.
